(BUSINESS IS CBOOKED IN CUBA. 


Reports received from Cuba are not 


to tbe credit of tbe United States. 
Maladministration of public affairs is 
charged against some of those who 
have been placed in charge in that un- 
fortunate island to execute the trust 
there is upon our people, while a stable 
governmsnt is being formed by the 
people Jf tbat country. The trust, 
imposed by self action by the United 
States to relieve tbe Cabana from the 
cruel rule of Spain is being abased by 
dishonest men, v. bo have appropriated 
public funds, the property of the peo- 
ple of Cabt1. 


It is reported that large sums have 


been appropriated from the postal de- 
partment by those in charge of it, and 
corruption is known to exist in other, 
if not in all, departments of the public 
service in the island, There should be 
no surprise to people who are informed 
upon tbe administration of govern- 
ment business at home when it is 
learned there is corruption abroad in 
business under tbe 
direction 
and 


charge of tbe Washington administra- 
tion. 


There is not a person whose inform- 


ation is equai to the times who is not 
aware that dishonesty pervades all 
departments of the public service in 
high places in the ministerial and 
legislative departments at Washing- 
ton. The only question there is that 
receives attention is tbe mode neces- 
sary to acquire the property of the 
people under forms of law to protect 
the villains engaged in the 
work 


against service in the jails and peni- 
tentiaries of the country. 


When these conditions are in high 


places, should there be auy surprise 
when they are discovered in outlying 
plaoee, where public funda are passing 
through the hands of the servants of 
the government. It is said the moneys 
appropriated are the property of Oubu, 
which is true, and for that reason it is 
more dishonest 
to appropriate the 


moneys than it would be were the 
moneys the property of the United 
States. Were the moneys taken the 
property of the people of the United 
Stalee, the theft would not include a 
double breach of trust, as tbe apprpri- 
ation of the moneys of Cuba includes. 
The appropriation of Cuban moneys 
include a breach of trust against tbe 
government of the United States, and 
also a breach of that high trust the 
people of tbe United States have taken 
upon them in the interest of an op- 
pressed people, who are at this time 
powerless to protect themselves against 
dishonesty by United States govern- 
ment officials. 


Dishonesty is the rule, integrity the 


exception to the administration. The 
avaricious have succeeded to a control 
of goverament affairs, who direct them 
for their uses and 
purposes. 
Tbe 


chief methods for doing the dishonest 
work there ia everywhere present is 
by appropriation of public moneys in 
largo sum* to aid trvuts by high prices 
paid for government supplies, and by 
a refusal to tarnish relief ugamst tbe 
dishonest work of trusts, who tuke the 
money and earnings of the people in a 
more direct form through high prices 
paid to trusts for the necessaries of 
life. 


Tbe ruling passion of those who 


direct public affairs is to take dis- 
honestly from the oeople their earn- 
ings. The consideration there is for 
the dishonest work of those in power 
will be the aid furnished by the trusts 
to continue those in power who aid the 
trusts to jteal the earnings and prop- 
erty of the people. It, is the purpose 
of these villains to keep the people 
between the upper and nether mill- 
stones and grind their substance from 
them through the means of oppression, 
applied in the form of trusts and ap- 
propriation* to tru«ts. 


When the methods of dishonesty at 


Washington are reviewed, it should be 
expected tbat corruption ia the public 
service in all of its departments would 
be the rule. It is not a question for 
ths people of tbe United States to 
settle BB they would a domestic matter 
exclusively their own, as we stand be- 
fore the world a trastee of the rights 
of others, and a discriminating world 
will sit in judgment rightfully upon 
our work, to determine upon the jus- 
tice and npiightnees of our work while 
executing the trust we voluntarily 
assumed to relieve others from oppres- 
sion. Our position in Cuba is pre- 
eminently the place where integrity is 
required in all there Is undertaken and 
provided for the people of Cuba by the 
people of t^ie United States.

There is not a people or a govern 


ment on tbe earth who are better in 
formed npou tbe cbaricter of the peo 
pie they will have to govern or wb 
will recognize the necessity for con 
oiliotion aud justice to the Boer 
more quickly than the British. The; 
know the cbarioter and make up o 
tbe Dutch and it will be kept in view 
in tbe future with reference to con 
tinned peace in South Africa, Th 
Burghgra will not permit any foolish 
ness as they will submit to tbeBritis 
through superior force, which will b 
yielding to power without any break 
iug down oC the spirit that has BOS 
tained an honorable and valiant oaus 
for independence and freedem under 
government of their own providing 
It will be the purpose of .England, i 
wisdom prevails, to make the Boer fee

These gentlemen, who are 


avoiding newspaper publicity at this I 
stage of the game, have a proposition j 
something of this sort: 


They wish to erect an eighty-ton 


smelter near Reno at a cost of about 
$15,000. Of this sum they will offer 
$7,000 worth of stock to local mining 
and business men, and they will pat 
np the balance. The promotnrs will 
handle the metallurgical end of the 
proposition, while the entire business 
management will rest iu the other 
stockholders. 


The smelter will be especially adapt- 


able to working copper ores although 
gold and silver rock will also be 
handled. It is proposed to erect a five 
stamp mill for treating free milling 
rook. 


In a few days the promoters will 


place their project before the people 
and offer stock for sale. If speedy ac- 
tion is taken in the matter the smelter 
will be in operation by September. 


President Burton of the Reno Be 


dnction works informed a reporter 
yesterday that be would soon be ready 
to handle custom ores in quantity. 
The new smelter will be used princip- 
ally for treating Oreaua rock while the 
other water-jacket will be thoroughly 
over-hauled and put

the electrolytic precipitation plant will 
also be used for custom work.
